reasonable time. The president re- 
plied as follows: 


"I have come to feel a growing sense 


of the importance of establishing a 
farreaching, coherent plan for the gen- 
eral improvement of the waterways 
of the country. I was first led to con- 
sideration of that plan by considering 
another plan for the use of water not 
to connection with waterways,- but in 
connection with prep&rluif'the land at 
the head of the river to produce thi 
harvests that later in part should bi 
carried on the rivers lower down— 
that ie, in connection with the irriga- 
tion policy, in which I so strongly be- 
lieve as vital 'to the welfare of the 
Rocky ''mountain and adjacent states. 
Just as I feel that the national gov- 
ernment should concern itself with 
utilization of the water of rivers in 
their sources, where the country is 
dry, so I feel the national government 
should concern JtBelf with the propei 
control and utilization of the wateV 
lower down in tbe river where they 
are Sttocl to bo the great arteries ol 
communication. I have had it brought 
strikingly to my attention but recently 
how much we sniffer • at present be- 
cause of the inadequate transporta- 
tion facilities of the railways for'mov- 
ing the great grain crops and cattle 
crop of this country. We need and 
must, have further facilities for trans- 
portation, and. as has been well point- 
ed out. oue of the effective methods 
of affecting railway rates is to provide | 
for a proper system of water traus 
portation,"

20, 1906, was 18,661, a gain of 591 
over last year. The average age is 
65.64. The per capita cost ,$158.63. 
3esr hall receipts for ths year were 
f291,690, profits $165,453. Chamber- 
ain says: "The beer hall is a most 
valuable agent in determining the 
comfort, contentment, health and gen- 
eral welfare of members." Beer hall 
profits are used to provide amuse- 
ments for veterans; but the beer halls 
are objected to by those who are op- 
josed to the army canteen.

Of the insane hospitals in Ohio the 


argest is at Columbus, which had a 
total population during the year of 
2,037 patients; the highest population 
at one time was 874 men and 756

iEea discharged without improveuient, 
and 77^ men died; 1-96 women were re- 
ceived, 69 women discharged as cured, 
14 women discharged as improved, 15 
women discharged not improved, and 
40 women died.

Chicago, Dec. 8.—The cross-etam- 


'.nation of Williatn Keiley, self-con- 
fessed slugger and paymaster of Cor- 
nelius P. Shea's picket forces during 
the teamsters' strike a year ago. was 
concluded after Keliey had testified 
to having received $500 to pay off tht- 
pickets. 
Keiley testified that he had 


served as a picket from the inception 
of tho strike and had been paid $9 a 
week as long as tho strike fund lasted. 
Michael Murphy, who pleaded guilty 
with Keiley, and AI Young, former 
president of the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters, gave testimony 
similar to Young and Keiley, but re- 
cited more instances of .slugging. Ac- 
cording to Murphy his crowd's prin- 
cipal work was to bring about block- 
ades and to prevent wagons driven by 
nonunion teamsters 
from 
reaching 


strikebound houses. Murphy declared 
that the picket crew of which he was 
the leader did a. gr«rat deal of slugging 
during the strike.
